‘TAm Willing to Die,’’ is What 
the Condemned Man Said, 


Exciting Scenes in the Jail This | 


Morning With the Five 
Doomed Men. 


The Gallows—The Crowd Ontside—The 
Last Scenes—Expiating a 
Bloody Crime, 


The moon was shining brightly last night 
when a reporter entered the jail to keep the 
watch during William H. Erb’s last night on 
earth. The crowds that thronged about the 
Four Courts aimlessly waiting last evening 
dispersed as night fell. The buzzing of the 
conversation in jail had gradually hushed 
when the night guards tock their stations 

Low lights burned dimly in the angles of 
the sections and at the screen. A group of 
guards congregated about the desks and an- 
other at the eastern tiers. Erb, Kotovsky, 
Baber, Ellis end Ward, the five condemned 
men, waiked up and down the floor, but not 
together. 

THE SCENE 
was a depressing one. Cell No. 45, on the 
first floor,in “*Murderer’s Row,’ was occupied 
by Erb; No. 46, by Kotovsky and Baber, and 
No. 47, by Ward and Kllis. A small coal 
oil lamp burned on the floor of Erb’s 
cell casting shadows on the walls. Candles 
flickered in the other cells. After waiting 
for some time Erb turned to his cell and sit- 
ting on his cduch took off his shoes and stock- 
ings. A clean white shirt was placed on a 
cbair to be ready for the morning. At8:45 
he lay down on his bedandin an hour was 
preathing easy in refreshing and undisturbed 
sleep in which he remained until 2:15 this 
morning, when he awoke and asked, 
‘‘WHAT TIME Is IT?” 

‘‘Tt?a quarter past two,’’ said Deputy 
Sheriff Nichola, who watched during the 
night with Deputy Sheriff Kirby. 

. “Oh, Ithoughtit was later than that I 


will take a nap for another hour.” 

‘‘How did you rest, Erb?” asked the 
Deputy Sheriff. 

“Very weil, thank you; I hada pleasant 
dream about keeping a saloon.’’ 

‘“‘Didn’t vour second wife’s first husband 
die suddenly in a saloon?” 

“Yes, 4 man named Cox mixed 
hima drink in asaloon at.Paducah, Ky., 
and he died a few minutes after taking it. 
My sister-in-law’s name was connected with 
it, but mine was not. I was not dreaming 
about that.” 

Erb returned to the pallet and throwing 
himself down fell into a sieep and every- 
thing was quiet again. The night turned 
cold and the wind rattled the jail roof with 
a thundering noise. Now and then a pris- 
oner would leave his berth and look out at 
the watchers. At 4:20 
: arose again, and

said the condemned man. “I want to be 
ready and do not wantto cause delay. I 
wish it was over already. I am ready to die. 
Every man has his day, and I suppose mine 
has come. I[Iwanttoaskafavor. I wish 
you would take these three shirts and a pair 
of pants to Ne. 315 South Third sireet. I 
have jeftthem tomy son. _ I feel splendid, 
but I wish you would be kind enough to get 
me something to drink. If yon will leave me 
now I|’ll pray a little.’ 

The guards stepped off a few feet from the 
cell and Erb began the Contiteor while ar- 
ranging aciean white shirt. which he put on. 
After this he packed his old shirt at the top 
of his bed. Having dressed, he knelt down 
and frequently raising his eyes began to pray 
and read fromapraver pook. After re- 
maining on his Knees for aquarter of an hour 
be arose and was about to leave his cell, 
when William Ward, who had been awake 
and praying for two hours, entered the door. 

WARD CONSOLES ERB. 

Erb was seated on his bed, and Ward 
drew up a chair, on which he sat. 

*‘Howdo you feel?” said Ward anxious- 
y 


**Oh, very well,” replied Erb. 

The two men siarted out tu the floor, ac- 
companied by Deputy Marshals Kirpy and 
Nickols, who had closely attended to all of 
Erb’s wants. Wardcontinued to offer con- 
solation to Erb, 

**You are not going to die,’’ said Ward. 
‘You are going to sleep and be taken up to 
the hands of God.’ 

**‘l am well prepared and satisfied to die,” 
replied Eib. 

ERB AND KOTOVSKY. 

When Erb met Kotovsky he asked, “How 
do voy do to-day, Joe?”

over to the heater, where he lit bis pipe and 
sat quietly smoking and looking at Erh, 
who slowlv paced the floor between Ward 
and Deputy Nichols. Kotovky walked apart 
from the others with a cigar stump in his 
mouth. He stopped to make up his 
be ond shen resuared_ bie exercise.As he 
pa Vard he said, “Gcod morning, 


The other replied, “Good morning; how 

do you fecl?’? 

ELLIS 
was the last of the men to leave his bunk. 
After making his bed he left tne cell and 
wandered slowly overto the heater just in 
frout of the cells. Erb walked slowly 
no and down the floor with his gaze fastened 
on the flags, with Ward onthe one side and 
Nichols onthe other. His attention was held 
by Wsrd, whospoke good words of cheer 
and eaverly watched the effect on the hearer’s 
face. Shortly after 
THE FIVE MEN 

walked to the beater. Baber had placed 
a coffee-pot on tbe pipes and 
ranged some tin cups. Erb seated 
himself beside Baber who watched him with 
much interest as he calmiv pufied the smoke 
fro:« his pipe. 

“ifow do you feel this morning, Erb?” 
asked Bxber. 

“Oh, L feel verv well. In fact, I feel better 
this morving than I have anv moraing since 
I’ve been in here.’’ 

Baber took his pipe from his mouth, and 
Changing his feet he chuckled 
Lo bimself, anc looking over 
at Erb, said: “*‘Why, you rascal, you’re going 
to die to-day.” 

‘*Well,’? said Erb, in reply, “Sif [die I won’t 
live.’? 

Wheat he meant could not be understood, 
as he took his tin cup full of coffee and 

DRANK IT WITHOUT SAYING ANYTHING. 

Kotovskvy smiled at the remark,while Ward 
nervously placed his hand on his face and 
|. oked on without saying a word. 

Ellis turned to Erb, as he was leaving the 
group of condemned men, and said: 

‘Erb, Iam glad to see you have so much 
faith in God.” 

The Deputy Sheriff interrupted the doom- 
ed men, ail of whom were carefully studying 
the first to suffer the penalty of his crime, to 
ask Erb what he would bave for 

BREAKFAST. 

‘* Please get me some buttered 
toast anid a cup of strong 
coffee. That willdo. Idon’t want anything 
else.?? 

“While they were filling the order Erb 
went to his cell and seemed ready to speak 
with the cuards on any subject. He spoke 
of three creams, the first of which was on 
Tuesday night. 

THOREE DREAMS. 

‘s] dreamt thata vellow mule fell into 
some kind of ahole with water in the bot- 
tom and I wastrying to get it out. On 
Wednesday night I dreamt that I met a man 
who was an evemy of mine. I thought Ihad 
loaned him $100. You knowI did have $400 
in Paducah, Ky. I loaned $800 to one person 
and $100 toa man. When I asked him about 
this ne said that I owed it to him instead of 
hisowing it to me. [ asked him when he 
wanted meto payit. I told himthat I would 
pay it on Friday. He looked at me, I thought, 
and said, Don’t you know that I am going to 
be hung on Friday? ”’ 

The third dream was lastnight, when he 
thought he owned a saloon. 

‘+T got some news afew days ago which 
makes me feel good. My first wife lived in 
Paducah. Ky. I had three children and sent 
her there to go with the woman [ killed. She 
married a German, and I heard that both he 
and she died and left the property to my 
children.” 

While speaking of the murder Erb was 
thoughtful in everything he said. 

ERB TELLS THE STORY OF THE MURDER. 

“It took me from Monday until Thursday 
to make up my mind how I should kit! her. 
Lintended to kili her. On Monday I went 
to her bouse. We were not living to- 
gether. I found ber with a German 
barber. If I had anythiog then [ would 
have killed both of them. On Tuesday I 
stole into the house and saw my wife and 
little daughter Mary =_— sleeping in 

d. I was going to take 
the coal oil can and saturate them and burn 
them, but I thought of ad little child, so I 
went away again. On Thursday I stole into 
the house and stole ont with my 
shoes in my hand. I put 
them on outside. I went down to Thira 
and Myrtle streets and took three drinks of 
whisky out of apint. Igot the knife in the 

ry, and when I went to the house 
f had the courage to get up and 
stab her in the back.”

witb bim whatever. He was calm and was 
patiently waiting for death. 
THE LAST BREAKFAST. 

The first cracks of dawn were bre 
theeastwhen Erb walked out of 
cell and rather hurriedly 
nervousiy p once, more up 
and down the court of the jail. He had or- 
dered breakfast, although he statedj{that he 
did not feel at all like eating it, and he went 
back into his cell as soon as he noticed the 
crowd of reporters who were watching him. 

At 6:20 a. m. his frugal breakfast was 
handedin. It consisted simply of a 
of coffee and a couple of pieces of buttered 
toast. He had declined to take either 
beefstesk or eggs, §remarking § pleasantly 
that he had not eaten meat in the morning 
for thirteen years, and that he was not go- 
ing to break his cule now. While he was 
sipping his coffee Ward, the} murderer, 
walked into his celiand, sitting down, began 
totalktohim. Ina few moments 

ROTH THE MEN WERE CRYING QUIETLY. 

The breakfast was soon dispatched and 
then Erb came out again upon the floor, 
where he wasjoined by a Poust-DISPATCH 
reporter, and the two began 
a long promenade up and down the floor. 
There is fsomething eerie in . 
interview with a man just about to leap into 
the hereafter. As he walks one cannot help ~ 
thinking of the tremendous enigma whieh 
he will solve in an bour or two, and the tre- 
mendous experience he will go through he- 
fore solving it. No matter how the conver- 
sation may wend, it cemes back 
again and back again to the 
gallows and the rope. Looking 
at Erb’s shaking and weakly figure one needs 
but little stretch of the imagination to see 
bim trussed and capped and dangling 
at the swinging end of 
a Humophrey’s' cord. This spectacle 
seems ta be present too in Erb’s mind, al- 
though he carefully covers it away from him- 
self and tries to escape it. 

“Yes,” said he, ‘‘[am happv as a man 
can be. know that [| am _ going 
to my Father who is in Heaven, to the place 
he has preparea for me for a thousand 
years.” 

‘*And vou are willing to die?’ 

**Yes; thoroughly willing. If all St. Louis 
was offered to me, I would sooner die to-day 
than not. What have I to live for?—and 
think what I have to die for—the Lord 
Jesus.”? 

“Do you think you realize what dying 
means??? 

“Ofcourse Ido. Ihave seen many men 
hung—lI saw one guiilotined. I wouldn't 
like tobe guillotined,’ he added, withs 
shudder. 

‘-But you would like to be hanged??? 

**I] say this—may the Lord’s will be done, 
He has decided that [ must hang, 

AND I AM WILLING. 
I will never be as fitto die againasI am 
now.” 

‘**You have never seen this gallows here, 
have you??? 

**No; but I know all about it.” 

‘*Thev have fixed up everything for your 
comfort. Can you imagine yourseif standing 
there beneath the rope??? 

“Oh, yes. I can see how itis going to be 
from beginning toend. I was here when 
Nugent was hung, you know. I cansee the 
procession starting out, the priests and all, 
And [ can imagine the crowd outside 
waiting to see me die. I can see the scaffold 
with that hormte rope looped up and knot- 
ted. I can see the crowd of reporters watch- 
ing me tosee if I die game—the only inter- 
est they take in the matter. 
I can see everythme that is done 
to me one after another until my body is cut 
down and put into the coffin. AndIcan see 
ny Father in Heaven waiting for me beyond 


all. 

All of this he said _ rapidiy, with 
a nervous movement of his hands, a quick- 
ening of his pulse and a general and ve 
noticeable excitement in his manner, whié 
made it evident that the whole ghastly pan- 
orama was really before his eves. 

‘*And you will die game?”? 

‘Yes. Because I do not care to live. It is 
nothing to be afraid of. At least it is some- 
thing which can’t be helped, no matter what 
I would do.” 

‘*‘When you say you can see yourself dead 
and in your coffin, how doyou mean it.” 

*Tseemto be aboveitand looking down; 
[ seem to be something e'se; my soul, | sup- 
pose. And itis only my body.’ 

“You expect to meet many friends in 
heaven.” 

‘Yes; all my friends, my father and 
mother and both my wives.’’ , 

“Woo’t you be awfully disappointed if any 
of them are not there to meet you?’’ 

‘*? don’t like to think that any of them are 
not there waiting for me. I hope to see 
all.’ 

‘‘Did you sleep well last night?” 

"Oh, yes, like I always do. I woke early, 
before 4 o’clock.”? 

**Did von dream?” 

‘6A little.” 

‘““V hat did you dream ?’’ 

‘*Well, I dreamed I was a boy, back home 
in the old country, and I[ thought 
my mother and father were _ tbere. 
And my mother was holding me in her lap. 
But I can’t talk abont it,” and 

HE BROKE INTO TEARS, 
which coursed quietly along his cheeks fora 
moment. Then he said: ‘*But Vi) see her 
to-day,:the old mother. Before 10 o’clock to- 
day I’li see her. How iong is it will 10 
o'clock ?”? 

“Four hours and a half.” 

‘‘Justthiok,ia four hours and a half I 
willsee all the old ones I usedto know.” 

“The execution takes place promptly at 
9 o’clock.”’ 

‘‘Yes, I asked them to be as quick as 
they could once they got outside of the jail. 
I don’t want evervbody looking at me. 
will be dead at fifteen minutes past nine.” 

“Ward seems tobe taking this hanging 
to beart more than you do?’’ 

‘+Yes, the poor boy seems to be very much 
afraid. But what have they to be afraid of? 
thetr time don’t come for a week and some 
of them for two weeks.”’ 

He said this with a sort of amaze at the 
length of time the others were to live, as 
though it were years and years. 

A hittle later he saw Dr. Carson standing 
in the jailand went to bim. 

‘‘Doctor,’”’,said he, “I have a very hed 
cold and so 1 do not wish to be expcesed to 
the weather any longer than I| can 
help. Please have me cut down at once, will

J THIS SINGULAR REQUEST

At the Seaffold. . 
The procession reached the seaffold at 8:40 
o’clock. Bob. Humphreys had been out 
aliead of the Sheriff and placed the rope in | 
position, tying it to the middle ring in the 
erossbeam,and adjusted the lever that works 
the trap. This latter partof the gallows 
operated in this | 
Way: The trap rests upon a bolt 
that is held in position by a lever, the top of 
which cumes up through an opening in the 
floor of the scaffold and is secured by a small 
rope to a staple at one side of platform. Two 
bolts come over the edge of the trap opening 
and help to keep it in position. When 
these bolts are pushed aside all that 
remains is to cut the rope holding 
the _ileyer. Then the trap falls. 
The crowd was large and composed of the 
usual array of ward politicians, office-hold- 
érs and curious people with more leisure 
than bumanity. There were fully 300 per- 
sons within the inclosure, standing in 


the yard behind and before the gallows. 
Marnvtook positions on the embankment 
under the jail walis,end fromthe edge of 
this eminenee clear up tothe walls of the 
bu'iding and as far on either side as the 
angies of the structure permitted there were 
spectators. The crowd’s conduct was in 
keeqd © with its conduct on 
previous occasions. There was 4 
sutdiued « ffort on the part of everybody to 
be in a werry mood. Nobody wanted to 
seem in the least bit affected by the gravity 
of the situation. There were sickly smiles 
and zhastiv jokes. and an awful strain in the 
direction of appearing indifferent 

The doors tead:ng from the offices of the 
Chief of Police to the Jail yard were thrown’ 
open a fe» moments after balf-past 8, and it 
aid not take long for the crowd to fill up the 
space around the scaffold. The usual detail 
of police s'vod in bright array under the gal- 
lows, and there were officers inthe crowd 
also. Sergeant Miller wasin charge of the 
police detail. 

When tbe procession made its appearance 

at the door of the hosvital the crowd turned 
its attention in that direction. Those Who 
hav never seen Erb before asked who and 
where he Wa-, anil he was pointed out, 
walking eect und firmly between 
Facher Braun atid Deputy Nich- 
ols, with Deputy Kirby just 
at the left of Nicho's. Erb looked around in 
ati inquiring way, then looked straight ahead 
atthe gatioWs aid walked on with his eves 
down. Nobody reached out a hand tostéa: y 
or arrest him. He walked along as bravely 
as any man in the procession, going up the 
steps without a quiver. Arriving on the 
platform, 
He WALKED TO THE MIDDLE OF THE TRAP 
avdkiue Lduwn, witn Father Braun at his 
side. They Buid 4 prayer that lasted a few 
minutes. The priest then placed a erticifix 
to his lips and he fervently kissed 
it, All the time he was on 
his knees, his hands femained joined 
at his waist and he hed & handkerchief be- 
tween his fingers. His eyes were résting in 
meditation uponthe floor of the scaffold. 
When the prayer was finished Deputies 
Kirbv and Nicho'ls lifted Erb to his feet.

suid Sheriff Mason.

Preceisely at fourteen minutes to 9 o’ciock 
the drop fell and the enclosure béneath the

the pulse, it. rose to 100 and at the third 
minute it fell to 70 and at the fourth minute 

. Ia ewht minutes it ceased to beat, 
but thefe wére trifllug flutterings a few min- 
utes later. After fourteen minutes’ lapse 
the body was cut down and placed in the 
painted pine coffin furnished at the expense 
of Erb’s relatives. It was then removed to 
the Morgue and the body was placed 
on the slab for medical ex- 
amination. When the cap was remov 
Doctor Frank approached and examined the 
neck. The Qoroner, Doctor Carson, and all 
the doctors present pronounced death to 
have clearly resulted from strangulation. 
Che neck was broken by the fall; the jaw 
was disiocated at the right angle between 
the ear and the jaw. 

Erb held a bandkerchief in his hand when 
the i cap was adjusted and it fell to the 
ground when he dropped. The features 
were not distorted by strangulation. Ero 
was 65 years o1 age; and he weighed about 
120 pounds. He was dressed in an ordin- 
ary suit, black coat ark strip- 
ed pants and vest. His features 
wore a calm and placid expression after 
death. The Coroner issued a medical certi- 
ficate in acoofdance with the facts of the 
post mortem examination, after which the 
body was banded over tothe relatives and 
was interred at Picker’s cemetery. 


In the Yard. 

The crowd did hot gather very rapidly 
and it wae fully half past 8 o'clock before 
there were anything like the corresponding 
number to theissué of tickets present. By 
the time the procession entered the yard, 
however, a large crowd had gathered and it 
is estimated that quite a number over had 


gained admission. 

The scaffold was just east of the 
Morgue, a covered structure, which 
could wasely be seen from the tops of 
the buildings on Twelfth street 
and on Spruce street, and although the crowd 
was in full view there were not half a 
dozen persons assembied on the new brick 
building on Twelfth street, and not more 
thao a dozen more in the windows on Spruce 
street. Two excited individuals endeavor- 
ed to get a better view than the others by 
balancitig themselves on the top of chimneys, 
but it was so fresh that they finally gave the 
effort up in despair. 

A short time before the procession entered 
the yard Deputy Bob Humphreys 
and an experieneed adviser went 
on the scaffold and exsmined the noote, see- 
ing that it was weil soaped andin condition 
for action. 

A very singular circumstance was the re- 
markable absence of : flicials and notabilities 
at the execution, although the crowd in the 
yard was very variously mixed, several boys 
naving by some hovk or crook gained ad- 
mission. Amoug those who were present 
were noted: Andy Brown, Jas. Busby, Tom 
Megorian, Johnny R thechild, White Car- 
roll, W. Henry, Harry Sherman, George 
Fretsch, John Hobbs, M. E. Cullen. Wm. J. 
Hazenstab, Tom Hvoper, Victor Prodesta, 
Jack Furber, Dick Morgan, Gen. Wheeler, 
Tim Vaughn, Thad. Cooper, Dick Klugur- 
man, Dave Lewis, Val Graham, Joo Eise- 
man, Fred Meh!, W. H. Hull, and last but 
not least Jerry Siattery, whotook Erb into 
custiudy immediately after the killing. 

The crowd lingered afew minutes after the 
fall of the drop and then «lowly dispersed in 
various directions, many of the experienced 
ones said: ‘‘He was the gamest man I ever 
saw at a hanging.’’ 


The Four Men Waiting for the Rope. 
The condemned murderers Ward, Eilis, 
Baber and Ketovekyare much more excited 
over the hanging bee than Erb himeelf. 
Ward, who hangs onthe 13th inst., was up 
at four o’clock this morning 
and paced the corridors with a nervous, 
shaky step that showed his utter prostration. 
About half an hour later he attemvted to en- 


ter Erb’s cell, but Deputy Sheriff Nichols, 
who was in charge, stopped him and went in 
to ask old man Erb’s permission.‘*‘Certainly,” 
said the murdrrer, ‘‘let Ward come in.’ 
The negro sat down, and he and Erb had a 
long and éarnest conversation. Ward is a 
wreck and the deputies predict that he will 
have to be eafried to the scaffold when he 
comes to die. Baber vot up a_ short 
time after Ward, about 4:30 a. m. He is very 
saucy and affects a bravade air. Soon after 
he appeared on the flour he peipen down a 
cup of coffee and then walked over towa d. 
the heater in the corridor, where 
Erb was standing, talking 
to Deputy Sheriff Nichols. 

“God morning, brother Baker,” said Erb, 

“Good morning,” said the double murder- 
er rather e#ul'enly. 

‘*Have you had your coffee?’’ asked Erb, 
kindly. 

**On, yes,’”? said Baber in atired sort of a 
way. 

‘*Remember you have to die one of these 

days,’’ said Erb, inan impressive, preaching 
tone. 
‘*Well,’’ snarled Baber, ‘when I’m dead I 
won’t be alone, aud that’s all there’s to it,’’ 
and he wheeled around and walked off to- 
wards his cell, evidently very mad.

The End of Erb. 

The burial certificate for Wm. Henry Efb 
is signed by Coroner Frank, and the cause of 
death is set down as “Dislocation of the 
second and third vertebrae. Executed by 


warrant of law.’’ Erb’sageis given as 49 
vears and 6 days Chri-tmas - Eve 
was his birthday. Erb’s remains ‘rested 
in the coffin in which thev were 
placed when taken from the scaffold, and 
were left in a quiet cerner of the Morgue 
until 11:30 o’clock, when a colored man came 
along with a hearse and presented an order 
forthe body. He was driving for Mr. Shaw- 
acker, the undertaker, and he bad a burial 
permit and a ticket for a grave at the Holy 
Ghost Cemeterv. 

‘*Are vou taking the body to the stable, or 
where?” the assistant atthe Morgue asked. 

‘‘No, sir,’? answered the colored man, 
“I’m goin’ right out to the burying 
ground.’’ 

‘*From here??? 

‘*Yes, sir.’’ 

‘“‘Anybody going with you?” 

‘Not as I knows of.’ 

The Morgue man assisted the driver to 
carry the coffia to the hearse, and when it 
was placed in tbe vehicle the remains 
were driven away in the direction of the 
ec metery. The expenses of the funeral are 
wens it is understood, by Mrs. Gillet, Erb’s 
sister.

The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, December 30.—At 10 o’ clock 
Guiteau was ied into court by the bailiffs. 
As he passed the table at which his counsel 
sat he paused a moment and whispered to 
Scoville: “‘1f you will only keep quiet to-day 
I will laugh this case out of court.’’ 

As soon as he reached the dock he shotited 
out, **Some leading papers in America con- 
slder me the greatest fellow they bave met in 
sometime. At 8 o’clock last night I received 
at legfam, which I will read for the edifica- 
tion of this andience and the American 
people: 

‘¢Mr. Charles J. Guiteau, Washington, D. C.: 

**All Beston sympathizes with you. ou 


ought to be Presicent. 
[Signed], ‘‘A HOST OF ADMIRERS.” 


Pausring a moment. he branched offjinto a 
rambling harangue, quoting Scripture and 
comparing himself to the “‘meek and lowly 
Jesus,’”? who used plain language, though 
sometimes severe. ‘*‘I have been accused of 
using too harsh language,’’ jhe added, ‘“‘but I 
take my pattern fromthe Suvior of mankind. 
I shall submit my name tothe next National 
Republican Convention. 1 shall expect to be 
before it. There are only two men in the 


country who want’ me hung. One, Judge 
Porter, who expects to get %§,000 from the 
Government if [am convicted, and the other 
is Corkhill. who expects to get bounced and 
who knows I am the cause of it.’’ 

Counsel for 'he prosecution having enter- 
ed, Dr. Kemper  t90k the stand 
and Scoviile resumed bis cross-examination. 

Witness did not believe in tempvrary in- 
sanity in the sense that the person could be 
insane and wholly recover fromitin an 
hour. 

Witness was asked if he believed Sickles 
Was sane or insane when he shot Key, and 
replied: ‘*I think he was sane, sir.’ 

Guiteau: Tbe jury did not agree with you, 
sir. They thougot he was insane. 

Upon witness leaving the stand, Corkhill 
announced that he had but one more witness 
to introduce on the part of the G -vernment,. 
He would like to hear from Scoville as to 
how mueh time he might want to consume 
upon the surrebuttal, that some idea 
might be had of how much longer this 
long drawn out tri«l would continue. 

Scoville replied, ‘‘we have some witness- 
es whose names have been presented since 
we closed our case and I shallask the court 
to permit us to have them sworn and our 
reason will be upon ‘he ground newly dia. 
covered evidence material to the case, I 
shall only ask your honor, however, to al- 
low me to ask a few questions of these wit- 
nesses relative to 1n dependent facts not 
heretofore known to me.”? 

Corkhill: Wewould like to know what 
yon expect to prove? 

Seoville: We have evidence to offer rela- 
tive to the state of the prisoner’s mind just 
before the shooting. 

Davidge: Cou'!d you give us an idea of how 
much time you wiil want upon surrebut- 
tal? 

Scoville:

Davidgé: Wemust object, your Honor, 
to the reopening of | biS cose. 

Scovi'le insisted he did not desire to delay 
the trial or consume the time of the court, 
but the prosecution had consumed weeks 
with these éxpert witnesses, meeting 
with them bich'ly and conferring 
with them in préparation for this cast+,and he 
did not propose to be cut short in the matter 
of time.

jury. ‘*Ido not ask,’’ he added, “for im- 
mediate ac ion, your Honor.’’ ; 

Guiteau (sneeringly): Oh, you don’t, Mr. 
Judge Porter 

Scoville: 1 wish Judge Porter would make 
his motions when he desires argument or ac- 
tion upon them and no? be continually mak- 
ing his littie speeches to the jury. 

Judge Porter: As I have the undoubted 
right to do. ) 

The question of permitting the jury to 
disband was again raised, but dismissed, by 
the foreman announcing that they preferred 
not to separate, providing they could have a 
reasonabie opportunity forexercise and to 
obtain fresh air. 

Corkhill proceeded to reply to what he 
termed -ounsel’s aspersions upon *‘distin- 
guished merical gentlemen who 
did . honor to their State.”? He 
would repel the assertion that 
they met nightly to weave meshes ahout this 
eriminal. The prisoner hims: lf had wovet 
meshes that were fast enclosing him and two 
men, and they, the spawns of che medica! 
profession, who could nut even acknowledge 
they believed in a Gud, hed been found who 
would undertake to declare their belief in 
his insanity. 

Scoville replied to Corkhill and surprised 
every one by making one of the 
best and most impressive speeches 
that has been heard in the court. 
room since the opering of the trial. In earn- 
est language he vindicated the conduct of the 
defense and severely rebuked the 
course of the District Attorney in bis 
“unseemly efforts to muzzie and drive 
the defense from the court.’? Some mani- 
festation of applause followed the eonclusibn 
of the #peech. but was quickly checked by 
the court.

Guiteau shouted: ‘*That knocks your 
Paris Consulship, and shows there was no 
malice in it—not an element of malice in it, 
but a political necessity.” 

Witness: I then asked himupon what 
grounds he resolved to remove the Presi- 
dent and he replied,’”?

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OSCAR WILDE. 


Some of the Idiosycrasies of London’s 
4Esthete. 
Boston Herald’s Lonaon Letter. 


The poet Wilde’s dream of fair women be- 
gan with Mrs. van deal and ended with Mme. 

odjeska, whom he worshipped with a cer- 
tain chaste devotion infinitely touching, for, 
although he was “always” at the Polish 
Btar’s receptions and first representations, 
she treated him only with the same polite- 
ness and amiability which she is accustomed 
to extend to every one whois an habitue of 
her drawing-room. As for Mrs. Langtry I 
believed that she viewed him in the light of 
a wild lunatic; when his rhapsodies and 
dreams failed to amuse her she was seen less 
frequentiy at his rose-colored afternoon 
teas, one peculiarity of which was that the 
light was kept so dim in twilight atmos- 
phere, accelerated by drawn blinds, that few 
people were able to recognize anybody 
they encountered there. Mrs. Langtry, 
sometimes the bright, particular star of 
these mysterious gatherings, allowed, while 
there on one occasion, an American jeurnal- 
et of engaging frankness to be introduced 
loher. ‘**Well, Mrs. Langtry,” he said, “I’m 
giad to havea look atyou for myself and I 
am also happyto say that, In my humble 
opinion, you are all that you’ve been repre- 
sented.’’?’ The Jersey Lily smiled graciously 
and bowed her thanks for this “knock- 
down” compliment. Fortunately Oscar did 
not overhear it. Some time after, our poet 
Wilde answered aninquiry as to which of 
the two ladies was Mrs. Langtry with acurl 
of the lip and the follow- 
ing outburst: “What an absurd ques- 
tion! If the sun shone I should 
know it were the sun!’? Sandwiched 
between “the sun that shone” and “the 
haunting eyes” of the gifted Modjeska was 
Mile. Ssrah Bernhardt, at whese house in 
Prince’s Gate Oscar established himself on 
a somewhat friendly footing as one of count- 
less admirers. He converses sufliciently 
wellin French to be abie to carry on ela- 
borate discussions with the then reigning 
favorite, but Sarah was not well enough 
posted as regards his precise status in the 
artistic world to understand exactly how to 
estimate these enunciations, and her ideas 
about him and his works are of the vaguest 
possible description. or were at last ac- 
counts. If she were asked who he was she 
would be puzzled to answer, though ehe 
might safely describe him as ‘tagreat poet— 
a tert of Lord Byron and eau sucree”’ Os- 
ear has a mania for distinguished foreign- 
ers. 

sle was present at some of the sittings 
which Mr. Henry Irving gave to Bastien Le- 
page. the painter, and acted, indeed, as in- 
terpreter between the gifted Gaul and the 
tragedian, who does not speak French, but 
js content, in the Janguage of the Hon. Bard- 
well Siote, to “wrestle with the vernacular.” 
Asean instanceof Bastien Lepage’s eve for 
detail, Oscar related the following anecdote: 
“I will paint in your glass of milk,’? said the 
Frenchman. **‘How did you know I drank 
milk?” responded the tragedian. ‘‘Oh,”’ 
was Bastien Lepage’s replv, ‘‘I noticed an 
empty glass that bad had milk in,ona tray as 
I came up stairs.’’ Oscar was quite co) tent 
to transiate at this interesting series of intcr- 
views. He admures the great tragedian, and 
is the author of the now well-known line, 
“Don’t you think that Irving’s left leg is 
very expressive ??? and, perbaps, even, of 
the reply, ‘*Yes, and his left leg is so much 
more expressive thanthe right!” Oscar is, 
howcver, impartial in his admiration of art- 
ists; he has an eye for “the beautiful” in 
whatever mold, and munch more dignified 
than the note recently published as having 
been addressed to Miss Genevieve Ward 
were the lines he penned to Mr. John 
McCullough, after witnessing his debut at 
“Old Drury,” as Virginius. “‘It is Jong,” 
he said, “since we have bad here in England 
kuch a noble representative of the antique 
world.”? 

Although the poet Wilde has been accused 
of bimself deliberately supp!ying Du Mauri- 
er with material for tne Maudie and Postle- 
thwaite cuts in Punch, including the ‘‘Let 
ustry to live up to it” tea-pot, and the draw- 
ing, supp/emented by the statement that be 
never bathed, because he disliked to see 
himself foreshortened in the water, itis al- 
most certain that he really objected to Mr. 
Beerbohm Tree’s singular'y accurate repro- 
duction of himinthe comedy of *“*Where’s 
the Cat?’ at§the Criterion Theater. Beer- 
bohm Tree had studied Oscar’s peculiarities 
very closely, and his caricature—if it can be 
culled such—was instantly recognized by 
press and public. I was present the night 
when ‘tone of the two heauties,’”? Ladv Lons- 
dale, came to see this play, and the name 
“Oscar Wilde!” passed from lip to lip the 
moment the clever Beerbobm Tree set foot 
upon the stage, one trowser-leg turned up at 
the bottom, after the manner of our poet,who 
‘did not rest until be had written the actor an 
indignant letter,in which he protested against 
his having taken advantage of “the accident”’ 
of their acquaintance. Mr. Beerbohm Tree, 
whose brother, by the wav, is the author of 
the verses styled “The Asthetic Maiden’s 
Lament,” thereupon replied that he had re- 
produced not an individual, butatype. About 
this time Oscar appeared in counterfeit pre- 
eentment in the shop-windows, arrayed in 
velvet garb, a Byronic coliar, and bis wonted 
placid smile. He also adopted a new article 
of attire, a fursed overcoat, which he was 
known to wear beroically tnroughout recep- 
tions in hot rooms where every one else was 
stifling, and the remembrance of him in this 
rarment more than ever suggests George 
Ji0i’s character. Oscar Was brave enough 
t» attend the first performance of ‘The 
Colonel,”’ although he had been warned that 
“the esthetic craze” was to betravestied. He 
fat through the piece in solemn silence, very 
much disgusted atthe bad taste of the Phil- 
isiines, to whom nothing is sacred; butitisa 
question whether the people around him got 
more enjoyment out of the sport of the 
tage or the drooping attitude of the oniy 
Oscar, ‘*Patience’? completed the work of 
tucatrica! devastation, and the ridicule of the 
ttuve has ansolutely frightened many wtshetes 
into every-day garb, albeit not into common- 
piace conversation. The undaunted Wilde 
Was, last summer, however, ata supper partv 
traced by the presence of the Prince of 
Wales, Mr. Arthur Sullivan and Mr. George 
Groremith, at which the comedian just 
mamed consented to sing Bunthorne’s solo.

CHARLES READE. 


His Permanent Retiracy from Actual 
Life—His Mission Filled. 


London Correspondence New York Times. 


I called on the veteran novelist and play- 
wright, Mr. Charles-Reade, last night. He 
had let his house at Knightsbridge for a year. 
He wanted change of scenefrom the dwell- 
ing-place where he has been ‘‘so happy and 
so unhappy.” He has taken a villa near the 
Uxbridge-road, between London and Ham- 
mersmith, and there I found him, surround- 
ed by a few of his “‘household gods,’’ sup- 
eae by some new furniture, and reaa- 

ng the Christmas annuals and the monthiy 
magazines by candle-light. He looked much 
better than I expected to find him. He is 
not well enough to go out at night, as he is 
suffering from something very much re- 
sembling chronic bronchitis. He made all 
kinds of inquiries about America, expressed 
greatinterest in the progress of the inter- 
national copyright movement, though he 
said Messrs. Harper had always paid him 
handsomely for his work, and therefore this 
interest is not perusal, but covers the ground 
of justice to others, both American and Eng- 
lish. The two great American magazin es— 
Harper and Scribner, now the Century— 
were, he thought, marvelously cheap. 
“The contents are so varied,” ‘‘and they do 
not depend upon a leading story for their at- 
traction; the last few numbers of Harper 
are simply admirable.”’ I asked himif he 
would not soon begin a new novel. He shook 
his head and smiled rose He has no long- 
er any inducement to write, certainly not a 
work ofany great length. Once or twice 
lately he had thought of continuing the se- 
ries of short stories which he began seme 
time ago. But he had not the heart to un- 
dertake a great work. He reminded me of 
the great reading and research which had 
always been involved in his novel-writing, 
and now his method made fiction to him seri- 
ous and very hard work. He talked benevo- 
lently of men and events in general, and not 
regretfully of anythimg except once to refer to 
the loss which shadows his life in these lat- 
ter days. He was sorry he 
could not go to the theater 
and see the ‘Lights o’ London,’’ which, he 
gathered from tne papers,ia really a bona 
fide success. He is greatly surprised at the 
latest profitabie revival of his own tlay, “It 
is Never Teo Late to Mend,’? which has re- 
plenished the coffer of the Adelphi Theater, 
where I believe **Drink” is to follow, Mr. 
Charles Warner being the leading man at this 
old home of melodrama. Mr. Reade evi- 
dently thinks his forte isthe drama. He 
spoke with great modesty of his novels, al- 
most deprecatingiy of himself as a novelist. 
His heart is more in dramatic 
works than  novel-writing. Many of 
my readers who form their opinions 
of Mr. Reade from his strong epistolary con- 
tributions to public controversy would be 
surprised at his gentle and unassuming man- 
ners. He hasin company something of that 
self-abnegation which makes men_ s0 
much at home with Myr. Gladstone. The 
Premier listens as if he valued your opinion 
and accepts information with a sert of p’.

Parsee Actors Playing Before Burmah’s 
Despot Under Difficuities. 
From the Bombay Gazette. 

A correspondent of the Jame-i-Jamshea, 
writing from Mandalay, gives an interesting 
account of dramatic performances given in 
the capital of King Theebaw by the members 
of the Victoria Theatrical Company, of Bom- 
bay. The King sent two officers to receive 
them, and Sheik Moolla Ismail Ibrahim, a 
great con'ractor and merchant of this citv, 
paid them Rs. 12,500, the balance of Ks.25,000, 
for which they bad engaged to give tweaty- 
five performances. They visited the Prime 
Minister and made him the ern they had 
brought with them and had a conversation 
with the Prime Minister. Before being ad- 
mitted into his presence they had to take 
their boots off and had to approach him in 
the attitude of quadrupeds, with their hands 
resting on the yround. The con- 
versation with the Prime Minister 
was carried on whils they were ae in 
that porition, and none of them dared look 
upathim. They afterwards accompanied 
him to the stage erected in the palace. lt was 
pronounced to be unfit for the company’s 
purposes, and by order of the King a tem- 
porary theatre was erected for them ina 
eonvenient piace in the course of twelve days 
and lighted with gas. A few days afterwards 
the company gave their first performanee in 
Hindoostanee, the play being entitied 
*“‘Sumfoos Sooleyman.’’ ‘Che King intended 
tobe present atthe performance, and spe- 
cial preparatious had been made for His Ma- 
jesty, but at 7 p. m. intimation was received 
thatit was not considered an auspicious 
evening for His Majesty to leave the palace. 
An ae instance might be given of the 
deep-root prejudice regarding gooc 
omens among the Burmese. A 
few days ago a boat race was got 
up for the amusement of His Majesty ata 
cost of Rs. 250,000, of which Rs. 50,000 were 
expended upon the construction of the plat- 
form whence His Majesty was to see the 
races.

A Valuable Life Raft. 
From the New York Times. 

A Massachusetts inventor has just secured 
apatent foraliferaft,the description of 
which indicates thatin its construction very 
great improvement hus been reached over 
the so-called life boats nowinuse. The raft 
is a very curious and ingeniousaffair and is 
ao fashioned that it ean be lifted on the out- 
side of an ordinary row boat without difficul- 
ty. It isintended for use on ebips and 
steamboats, and there seemsto be no ques- 
tion thatit would prove a very effective 
means of saving life in event of accident. 
The invention consists of two floate, made 
of cork or other light and buoyant material 
and so constructed that, as before stated, 
they can be fittedon the sides of a 
boat with lashings and thus compietely en- 
velop the outside. When fasteaed in this 
manner, the raft transforms an ordinary boat 
into acraftin which not only a large num- 
ber of people may secure safety, but a larger 
number still can be saved from drowning by 
life-lines, which are looped along the sides 
of the raft, and to which those in the water 
may cling. The best feature of the improve- 
ment is that, sheuld a place of sbelter be 
seen by the wrecked party, the lasbing may 
be cut and the raft separated from the boat 
proper, while the latter, with its passengers, 
may be rowed #9 a place of safety and then 
return to the float, which will meantime

Another invention, which has a 
similar desiga of saving articles which might 
otherwise perish in the storms of the sea. 
was tried some time ago in Engiand, of which 
country its originator is a native. This latter 
device is called a “sea messenger,” and is 
intended to hold letters and other important 
and valuable articles thrown into the water 
from disabled or wrecked vessels.. It con- 
sists of a copper vessel, over three feet long, 
pointed at both ends, and lined with cork 
and a composition te neutralize externa! 
pressure. It will ca a weight of simiy 
pounds, and, as experiment demonstrated, 
pescrotiy soem gg a the purpose for which 
sisconstructed. One of these messengers 
thrown overboard, when fitled with papers 
and other articles of stated weight, was after- 
ward recovered in perfect condition, and 
with its contents uninjured, although it had 
drifted about for twenty-five consecutive 
davs, and had traveled nearly 1,500 miles 
during that period. 


MINE SUPERSTITIONS. 


How an Accident was Caused by Whist- 
ling Far Beneath the Earth. 
Lansford (Pa.) Cor. Philadelphia Times. 

A singular superstition prevails among 
foreign-born minersin the great Pennsyl- 
vania coal fields, that ifanyfperson whistles 
in a mine some disaster is sure to follow. 
Miners borninthis sountry do not share 
this superstitious beMefte any great extent, 
but in deference tothe wishes of fellow-la- 
borers they never whistle in the mines. 
Sometimes they sing and hum thefir plaintive 
ballads hundreds of feet below the surface of 
the earth, and as arule miners are cheerful 
and contented. The superstitious believe 
that a ‘fgood luck _spirit’t lurks in 
every mine, and that at the sound of 
whistling it flies and leaves the miners 
at the mercy of the numberless 
“spirits of evil.’’ A terrible mine disaster 
occurred in 1840, which was caused, it is 
claimed, by the whistiing of one of the min- 
ers. The mine was the property ofthe Dela- 
ware and Hudson Canal Company and was 
not properly supported with strong timbers. 
This faet was unknown to most of the min- 
ers, and the shaft, a mile in length, was to 
bave been abandoned ina few days. The 
miners were about to quit work when 
a reckless person named ** Jack 
Richards’? suddenly laid down his pick and 
startied his comrades by saying that he 
would whistle a jig so they could dancea 
farewell in the mine. The miners in vain 
protested, but Richards laughed at their su- 
perstitious ideas, and commenced whist- 
ling. The miners were preparing to leave 
the plaee at once, and the more 
frightened they became the louder and 
faster Jack whistied. Inthe midst of the 
tune a dull roaring noise was heard, and 
every cheek blanched with terror, for they 
knew the mine was caving in. ‘*Jack” ad- 
vised them all torunfor their lives, and he 
ledthe way. Another crash came, masses of 
falling rock thundered down, and they were 
imprisoned, these seventeen men, in a space 
onlv forty feet square. 

The gust of wind that had rushed through 
the shaft when the caving in occurred had 
extinguished every lamp, and for a wonder, 
there was not a match in the party. They 
cursed Richards heartily,} but he did not re- 
spond. Subsequently he was found dead, 
crushed by the fallen coal and rocks. He was 
the only one of the party who was injured in 
any way. The imprisoned men werked as 
men never worked before, and as they were 
about giving up ali hope of ever seeing their 
friends again, a noise was heard against the 
rocks and they could hear the regular click of 
the “picks”? of the men who were working to 
rescue them. Presently a ray ef light was 
seen, and in half an hour more the men 
were saved. The body of Richards was 
extricated and taken to his home for burial. 
Very few of the miners attended the funeral, 
believing that the cdisa:ter was due entirely to 
Richards having driven the *“‘good spirit” out 
of the mine with his lively whistling. Rich- 
ards had no relatives in the world butasickly 
sister, andshe was 8) prostrated by the loss 
of her brother that she died the next day, and 
the two were buried at the same time. A 
mine boss named Hosie was also t.nprisoned 
in the mine and given up for dcad. Three 
davs after the terrible accident he made bis 
appearance, hagveard and pale. He had dug 
hia wav for an incredible distance throughthe 
debris, without food or water to sustain him. 
This mine tragedy is a favorite topic among 
the old miners, who never fail to warn 
visitors who cescend into the shaft that 
they must not whistle or talk loud enough 
to frighten away the “‘sood spirits.’ 

Near this piace and within a few steps of 
the famous Switebback Railroad is the 
mine, Which has been on 
fire since 1858. ‘The origin of this fire is ac- 
for by the superstitious from 
fact that a skeptical miner was 
whistling in the shaft and hardly 
had he ceased when the announcement came 
that the mine was on fire. This mine has 
been flooded, but the fire cannot be extia- 
cuished -nd every vear it keeps on gnawing 
its way through the vast veins of ecoa', de- 
stroy:ng millions of tons of anthrac te. 

On the 2d of December, 1872, Morgan Pow- 
ell, a mine boss,imagineod he heard a man 
whistling in the shaft. Investigation proved 
that noone had been whistiing at all. He 
was told by the miners that he had*had a bad 
omen and that some troudle wouid 
befall him. That night he 
was leaving the store of Capt. 
Williamson at summit Hill, midway between 
Lansford and Maueh Chunk, he was shot 
dead »y Mollie Maguire assassins, who were 
afterward cap'ured by Detective McPharlan 
and hanged at Mauch Chunk. The miners 
think it was the whistle of the fatal bullet he 
heard that morning.

THis morning the majesty of the law in 
St. Louis was vindicated.

So far 
as society is concerned it is satisfied to know 
that Mr. ERB has forfeited his life, but it 
was nearly three years ago that he commit- 
ted his crime and the probabilities are that 
not one citizen in a thousand, without the 
aid of the newspapers, could recall] the na- 
ture of the murder or the name of the per- 
son whose blood he shed. Itis worth a 
great deal to have this atonement, but after 
all it is the swiftness and certainty with 
which punishment follows crime that oper- 
ates on the minds of evil-doers. If ERB 
could have been executed within three 
months after the brutal killing of his poor 
wife the populace would have realized the 
presence of the avenging sword of Jus- 
tice. To-day there is really a sort of 
instrnctive sympathy felt for the crea- 
ture and the wrongs of the poor murdered 
woman are forgotten. The friends of the 
judiciary tell us that these delays are all 
in the interest of human rights; that they 
prevent mistakes and protect citizens from 
wrongfu) accusations.

This is very pleasant and it duils the 
edge of care; butit is not business, and if 
the Exchange has any significance at all, that 
significance is commerce and not camaraderie. 
The question which each member of the Ex 
change should put to himselfon Wednesday 
next is plainly whether the Exchange is to 
be administered earnestly or frivolously. 
The commerce of this city should not be put 
into the keeping of light-weights simply be- 
cause they are ‘good fellows’? who “run with 
the boys.”? These rema:ks ure made without 
pr+judize to any of the names mentioned for 
officers ef the Exchange. Personally no ob- 
jection can be urged against any candidate 
yet mentioned, vut tbe results of the election 
will be soimportant that members shouid 
not permit their feelings to interfere with the 
general good. Tne President ofthe St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce should be a man 
of thought—capable of gathering and as.imi- 
lating statistics, preparing interesting re- 
ports touching the commerce and industries 
of the Missis-ippi Va'ley.

SOCORRO FOR SHIELDS. 


A Mexican Railroad Engineer’s Talk 
abuut that Mining Metropolis. 


E. G. Shields, a brother of Geo. H. Shields, 
a gentleman well known in society circles 
here, who was appointed last April resident 
engineer of the New Mexico, Central and 
Southern Railroad at Socorro, N. M., arriv- 
ed in town on Wednesday, on a visit to 
relatives and friends. He is looking 
remarkably well and seems to be in the best 
of spirits regarding his railroad enterprise. 
Mr. Shields speaks very favorably of New 
Mexico and the development of the country. 
Socorro, which is alreadv a railroad 
point of the Atchison, Topeka 


ard Santa Fe, isa lively, bustling little 
town of between 4,000 and 5,000 inhabitants. 
The greater number are Mexicans, but 1,500 
Americans have settied in Swvcorro during 
the year. The New Mexico Central and 
Southern Rallroad will be runningin about 
one year hence from Socorro south 
through Arizona and Oid Mexi- 
co, and will be an important 
factorin the development of the mineral, 
agricul:ural and timver resources of that 
great extent of country. Socorrois located 
in the midst of rich mineral resources; west 
of the Kio Grande are the silver mines and 
the belt of free milling ore, and east of the 
river are the copper belts of the Oscuras. 

Socorro is the point of supply forthe min- 
iny districts of the Oscuras, White Oaks, Nogal, 
Magdalena, Gallinas, Bisck Range and Mo- 
gelion.

RESIGNS THE MINISTRY. 


Why the Rev. Geo. C. Miln Gives Up His 
Pastorship. 
Sp°cial to the Post-Dispaten. 

CH: CAGC, December 30.—A little over a 
year ago the Rev. Geo. C. Miln was in- 
stalled as pastor of the Unity Church, to 
succeed Rev. . Robert Collyer. Rev.

A Breeze Over the Arbitration Com- 
mittee—Chat About the Chances 


Exchange politics are fairly seething to- 
day. It has, of course, cometo be under- 
stood that the two candidates are 
Mr. Jackson and Mr. Slayback. This morn- 
ing, shortly after noon, Mr. D. P. Rowland 
mounted the rostrum and called the Ex- 
change to order, whereupon Mr.Geo. Wright 


read out the following committees 
appointed by the caucus which met day be- 
fore yesterday: The Committee of Appeals, 
Louis  Schlossstein, Moses Fraley, G. 
J. Kinsky, ; A. Blossom, 
Henry —— Theo. Sessinghaus, 
Sol Meyer, Dav j Alumphreys, E. M. Swit- 
zer, E. W. Donk, F. W. Buschman, J. Will 
Boyd. The Committee of Arbitration 
named consists entirely of ex-presidents of 
the Exchange: 

E. O. Stanerd, Gerard B. Alien, R. P. 
Tansey, W.H. Scudder, Web. M. Samuel, 
D. P. Rowland, Nathan Cole, John A. Scud- 
der, Geo. Bain and John Wahl. 

Of course the appointment of this com- 
mittee was meant to ballast 
the ticket with a number of 
strong names, but it seems that the nomina- 
tions have neither pleased the nominees 
nor the supporters of the ticket. 
The Committee @ f Arbitration is a lower 
committee than that of Appeals, and its 
work must be reviewed bythe iatter, and the 
ex-presidents do not all tuke 
kindly to. the idea originat- 
ing decisious for a lot of 
younger men to review and settle. Nearly 
all of the gentlemen nominated will resign. 
A reporter met Mr. George Bain, one of 
the nominees, and asked him what he pro- 

sed to do. 

‘‘Why, I shall resign, of course,’’ said he. 
“Tt is the most ridiculous thing I ever 
heard of. You are _ perfectiy safe 
in saying that not one of the gentlemen will 
serve. These gentlemen have busi- 
ness to attend to, and cannot 
afford to spend a whole afternoon 
trying a fifteen-dollar hay case. And [I Jon’t 
think that yon will find these gentlemen 
willing todo work which is to be done over 
again and settled by a Jot of young 
men. The committee of arbitration is the 
place for. young mento learn business law, 
not for men who have business to do.” 
Mr. Web. M. Samuel will also decline 
to serve, as will several others. Gov. Stan- 
ard will be governed by the action of the 
balance of the nominees on _ this 
committee, but does not seem 
at all enthusiastic over the _ idea 
of serving. The breeze stirredup by these 
unexpected nominations was the talk of the 
day on ’Change. Ifthese gentlemen with- 
draw from the _ ticket’ the result 
will certainly be very unfavorable to Mr.Siay- 
back, and they will withdraw. On the other 
hand,a number of younger men, who hid 
been expecting nominations upon this 
eommittee are not ata] enthusiastic over 
the manner in which they were ‘eft.

HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 
a oe ENS, BLE TS 
A Wife Shoots Her Husband While 
He Sleeps. — 
RICE fs HIE 
Committed to Jail With Her Infant, She 
Cats Her Own Throat.

LITTLE Rock, ARK., December 30.—The 
details of a horrible tragedy at Bintonville, 
Ark., reached the city to-day. It appears 
jast Saturday morning Coroner Hazard was 
notified that a man had been murdered at 
Rogers the night previous. On arriving 4 
jury had been impanelled by Mayor Sikes, 
and the inquest was in progress. The 
murdered man’s name was Eson Bolin, a 
carpenter by trade, lately moved into this 
State from Stone county, Mo., and who 
found work at Rogers’. He was living in a 
small house, and an old man named Martin 
was boarding with him. It seems both Bolin 
and Martin took their supper as usual 


and retired to bed atan early hour. Some 
time before midnight Martin was-aroused by 
the report of a pistol inthe house, and saw 
Bolin’s wife advancing toward his bed, when 
she exclaimed that some one had shot him, 
meaning her husband. He says she did not 
seem to be affected mere than 
to shed afew _ tears. He at 
once went out and made the fact known. 
Both Martin and the woman were arrested, 
but it was soon discovered that Martin was 
in no way connected with the crime. Dur- 
ing the examinaticn of Mrs. Bolin she con- 
fessed to killing him herself. The pistol 
was then found where she had hastily con- 
cealed it. 

Everything confirmed her statement. The 
bali passed through his head, killing him 
instantly. She justified the crime by saying 
her husband had killed two men. He 
was & horse thief and had 
made stealing his business 
in every place in which they had lived; that 
he had threatened her life at various times, 
and on two occasions had drawn aknife on 
ber; that her life was most miserable with 
him. It is said ber statements were made in 
acool, unaffected manner, while the desd 
body of her busband was so near she could 
have touched it. The verdict of the jury was 
rendered in accordance with the statement 
made by her. She, together 

WITH HER FOUR LITTLE CHILDREN 

was broughtto Bentonville, where she was 

lodged in jail. The children were sent 

to upe Poor-house. She was permitted to 

take the youngest infant son, three montbs 

old, in jai) with her. She was placed in a cell 

with Mrs.Arney, who is indicted for murder, 

which is situated in the northeast corner, 

third-story of the court-house, entirely se- 

parated from the cage in which the 

male prisoners are confined. When 

being p!uced in jail, she made an inquiry as 

to whether it was a bailab!e case,stating she 

had two brothers in good circumstances, 

who could arrange bailfor her. On being 

informed in all probability she would not be 

permitted to give bond, she _ for 

the jfirst time she seemed to realize her situa- 

tion and wept bitterly. Since that time Mrs. 

Arney says she siept littie if any. 

She conceived even she would 

be mobbed and said frequently such 

could be the case, that she had been told so 

by some party while being brought from 

Rogers. Judge Elliott visited the jail Mon- 

day morning to learn the whereabouts of her 

relations, so he coula inform them of her 

situation, She informed him she was the 

daugbter of a widow lady named E.A. Gibson, 

who resides near Savannah, Mo. She alao 

stated she bad a brother named Joseph John- 

son residing in Savannah, Mo., and a half- 

brother pamed Samuel Gibson at Gainsboro, 
Tenn. The jailer, Capt. Patton, took the 
prisoners their dinner at 2 o’clock p. m., and

forashort time. Tnen he returned to show 

some parties through the prison. After the 

spectators spent some time in surveying the 
prison he let them pass down and returned 
to get some vessels in which he carried 
the dinner. Mrs. Bolen asked him to let 
her have his knife. She wished to cut up 
her dress to make her baby some clothing. 
as he had frequently loaned 
Mrs. Bolen the knife he mistrusted no evil 
design. He haaded it to ber. During this 
time Mrs. Arney was engaged in sweeping 
the room, He stepped out some little time 

and then opened the door and asked 
her if she was through with 
the knife and she replied, “Not 
quite.”’ Atthis time Mrs. Arney had swept 
the dirt out into the main room and was 
shoveling it intothe kitchen. Patton again 
opened the door, when

had cut her throat almost from ear to ear, 
entirely severing the jugular vein and the 
wind-pipe. She was lying on the floor strug- 
gling in such a condition,with blood gushivg 
forth in perfect torrents. He at once re- 
moved the infant, placed Mrs. Arney in the 
enclosure around the cage, raised the win- 
dow and shouted an alarm. Drs. Taliaferro 
and Hurley arrived immediately but nothing 
could be done. She died ina few minutes.

LITTLE ROCK, ARK., December 30.—The 
Gazette’s Texarkana special says: This 
morning at 2 o’clock a man named John 
Smith was shot and mortally wounded by 
George Berry.

VACCINE VIRUS. 


The Story of the Gentleman Who Vac- 
cinated Oue of His Toes. 


Since Sir Wiiliam Jenner first discovered 
in the last century an effectua] means to pre- 
vent the spread of small-pox by inoculating 
the human patient with cow-pock, the prop- 
agation of vaccine virus has ranked among 
the useful arts. Every large city in the 
world now has somewhere within close 
proximity one or more farms where this in- 
dustry is carried on, and whence it dertves 
the ‘“‘points,’’ as they are called, from which 
the salutary nuisanee is imported. 

Iv is now generally admitted, however, 
that virus transmitted from a distance soon 
becomes weak and ineffective, and the pa- 
tient is required to submit to revaccination, 


often more than once. In Paris the medical 
fraternity have for several years just vacci- 
mated their patients intbeir oflices, direct 
from the calf.

He Accuses Himself of the Murder 
of Two Wives. 


One Dies of a Broken Heart 
and the Other He Stabs. 


The Love Which Led Him to the 
Gallows. 


A Confession Which He Insisted Should 
Not be Published Until After 
Death. 


Hitherto Erb has kept very still about his 
previous career, but iast night he made a full 
confession toa POsT-DISPATCH representa- 
tive, which will be found to be a most 
interesting story of an_ ill-spent life: 
Erb, being illiterate and not able to write 
English very well, said that he could not 
bother himself about writing a dying confes- 
sion, but he was willing to make a statement 
providing that a PostT-DISPAACH reporter 
wrote it for him and agreed not 
to publish it till after his death, 
trusting that the lesson of his life 
would be a warning to others temptedina 
like manner. The POST-DISPATCH repre- 
sentative then jotted down from the lips of 
Erb the following dying confession. Erb 
spoke in his usual easy, don’t-care sort of 
manner, but witbout the least hesitation, and 


it could be readily seen that he was telling 
the truth: 
My name is not William Henry Erb, al- 
though I was indicted and tried under that 
name. Mv name is William Hieinrich, and I 
was born in Baden, Germany, in November, 
1831, and consequently was fifty years old last 
month. In 1862 I left my wife and two 
children whowere then in Louisville, Ky., 
and located in Paducahin the same State, 
Shortly after leaving Louisville my wife gave 
birth toa third child whichI have never 
seen, and from that day tothis 1 have never 
written one letter or sentany word to my 
family. I heard that my wife died some years 
ago and that two of my childrenare married 
and doing well. I don’t know whetber that 
is true or not, but I trustin God that they 
are happier than their unfortunate father. 
Some time after lociting in Paducah I en- 
gaged as barkeeper for a man named Felix, 
I was then a strong, hearty, robust man and 
nothing like the pre-ent wreck you 
see before you. Felix’s wife, or 
Rose Mion, as she was known 
in this city, soon became very fond of me, 
and it was notlong until we were on terms 
of criminal intimacy, but, as God is my 
Judge, she was the temptress. Her hus- 
band’s suspicions were soon aroused, and he 
accused her of infidelity. She indignantly 
resented any slurs on her honor, and for a 
time he was quile'ed, until something 
again occurred, making his suspicions a 
surety, when he made up his mind to sell out 
his saloon. As he was doing a good business 
he soon found a purchaser in the person of a 
one-armed Italian, who on Felix’s recom- 
mendation offered me good terms 
to remain with him as bar- 
keeper. I accepted his offer, although 
I knew at thetime thatit was a scheme of 
Felix’s to get rid of me. He started a 
saloon in another part of town and engaged 
another barkeeper, but 1 saw through the 
whole thing. A short time aftertbatI was 
astonished to find a dray loaded with 
household goods backed up in front of 
the saloon [ was working in. 
The driver told me that the furniture be- 
longed to Mrs. Felix, and that she had order- 
ed him to bring it there, and that she would 
be around herself later in the day. I ordered 
the things piled on the sidewalk, as I did not 
know what to think, and later in the even- 
ing Mrs. Felix putin her appearance and 
toid me she had left her husband to come and 
live with me. I did not consider thata wise 
step at the time and told her so, the result of 
which was that after remaining all night with 
me she took an early mornirg'boat and de- 
parted for Cairo. On the dav 
of her departure her husbvand called on 
me, and saying, “Good morning, 
Henry,” asked me to take a drink. After hay- 
ing several drinks together he mustered up 
sufficient courage to ask me where his wife 
was. lioldhimIdid not know. He re- 
plied, “*Yes, you do, and you have got her 
hid ip your room.” MI tol him 
into the room and look, and 
he found her he was welcome 
to her. After satisfying himself that she was 
not there he made up his mind that I knew 
where she was and offered me a hundred ! 
dellars to tell him—offered me a hundred 
dollars, to tell him where his wife was, a 
womanthatI would not have sold at that 
time for the half of America. 

She did not remain awayjver\! ong,and soon 
came back and went living with her husband, 
although our former retations still existed. 
In about a year’s time old Felix died, and 
nothing would satisfy Mrs. Felix but that 
I should marry her, although she knew 
that I had a wife living in 
Louisville, and to make along story snort I 
married her inthe Catholic church under the 
name of Erb, adding the late name to my 
right name, William Heinrich, and under the 
name of Erb I have been known 
ever since. Some time after my 
second marriage I heard that 
my first wife died of grief at my desertion of 
her, for she loved me dearly, and so, Gop 
HELP ME, 1AM THE MURDERER OF NOT 
ONE BUT OF TWO WOMEN, AND IT iI8 
BUT RIGHT THAT I[ SHOULD DIE. My 
second wife owas French, and 4 
good business woman, and we made money 
and prospered. Fourchildren were born to 
us, Of which a boy and girl are still living. 
Remorse s@on overtook me every time I 
shongne of my first wife and poor children 
and tome,‘ drinking heavily. Things 
went bad to worse until 
we sold out the saioon in Paducah and moved 
tothis city. I started a saloon here, but be- 
ing unsuccessfal abandonea the business to 
become a porter for a well-known business 
firm, where I worked for feur years, and 
then retired on account of my dis- 
sipated habits. My wife and =I 
took to quarreling and I had considerable 
trouble with my stepson, the issue of her 
first marriage. Abouta year and ahalf be- 
fore I killed my wife my stenson shot me in 
the right breast, inflicting a wound 
which nearly cost me my life, and uow 

wish to God it had. I recovered 
and Gov. Johnson itted my stepson 
in the Court ef Crimina) Correction. I told

my wife at the time that it was her fault that

— shot and that I would remember it 
and get even with her some day. She 
laughed at me and told metodo my worst. 
She knew that I loved ber and she 
thought I would not harm her. 
She applied for and was granted a divorce 
from me, but I lived with her after that event, 
For years she had been sending our joint 
money savings to France, where she expected 
to return some day and live a life of 
luxury. After my stepson shot me 
she sent him to ranceé, where 
be is now enjoying himself on my 
earnings. There is a house and lot in Pa- 
ducah valued at $1,500, which is recorded as 
owned by both of us, and on the day of the 
killing I went to her house to try and make 
up with her and to find out the 
truth oftherumor. I had heard that she 
intended to t married again 
and return to the old country, and if she was 
I wanted to make some arrangements con- 
cerning that property. I was reckless and 
tired of the way I was living. I was deter 
mined to effect a settlement some way or the 
other. She refused to talk with me, and 
decoming angry in the heat of passon I drew 
my knife and stabbed her,the result of which 
everybody knows. She had wanted a di- 
vorce and I gave her a good one. 
When I heard she was aead, [ cared 
no more for life and have been ready 
to pay the penalty ever since. When I of- 
tered to plead guilty the Judge refused to 
accept the plea, and my attorneys went to 
trial on the plea of ineanity. I told them at 
the time that it was no ‘use to offer 
that plea and that I would 
be hanged anyhow. I know _ that 
if any jury had been acquainted with the 
character of my wife they would not 
have sentenced me to be hanged, and if I had 
been granted a new trial I would have 
dropped the insanity plea and gone to 
tria and showed what ind of 
a woman it was that 4I[ killed 
and how she tempted her own fate. I 
have got letters in my possession showing 
the kind ofa life she ledin Franee.

will die contently satisfied that God Almighty 
will take all the circumstavees into consider- 
ation, my sincere penitence, and forgive me. 

am thankful to all who have 
helped cheer me on the road to the 
end and ask the public not to visit the sin of 
the father on my poor children. The 
house and lotin Paducah I expect they wil! 
get, which will be a little help to them, and 
as for myself I can only say, May God have 
mercy on my soul.”? 

The reporter then badeErb farewell and left 
him in deep meditation awailing the end. It 
is just two years six months and eleven days 
since Erb killed his wife, and eonsidering 
that he only had one trial a striking example 
is afforded of the slow administration of jus- 
tice in this city. 

In the grav-haired, watery-eyed*,descrepit 
and pitiful figure, with ghastiy face, bent 
form and husky. voice,all the result of alife of 
—s of dissipation and confinement which 

as to-day led to the gallows, no trace wa: 
visible of the blithe. hot-biooded, passionate 
Erh, who neariy twenty years allowed his 
affections to stray from their legitimate 
stronghold, a wifeandthree chil iren, to a 
passonate daugkterof France whose love 
only shipwrecked him and brought him to a 
felon’s death. His lifein jail was quiet and 
reserved, but he was fond ofa j ke and ready 
to partakein any amusement offered. He 
won the good graces of allthe jail cflicials 
because he was a well-behaved prisoner, 
never quarrelsome or troublesome. He was 
the delight of the talkative prisoners because 
he war a good listener, saying little and 
reserving his opinions to himself, and 
will be missed accordingly by many 
long incarcerated prisoners. In speaking of 
his case he would aiways say that the insan- 
ity plea was a great mistake in bis idea, and 
he did not like the idea of being thought a 
crank. When induced to talk he 
would always dwell on the _ precocity 
of his little daughter Mary and tell how much 
smarter she was tban her older brother. The 
parting scene between him and his children 
was very affecting and well caiculated to en- 
list the sympathy ofall beholders. His love 
forthem was the one redeeming feature 
of a life of sin and sensuality. 
Onee and only once inthe many times that 
the reporter conversed with him did he give 
evidence of the vindictiveness latent in his 
character and that wasas he said ‘She 
wanted a divorce and 1 gave her a good one.” 
As he uttered those words accompanied by a 
hoarse, unnatural ia: gh, his eyes fairly 
gleamed and told of the fiery temper within 
when once aroused. On account of bis chil- 
dren his end will be looked upon by many as 
a sad one, but few will doubt, however, that 
his end was a fitting retribution of a career 
of licentiousness and defiance of the laws for 
the protection of society, involving as it did 
the premature filling of two graves,and the 
victims women, as according to bis own ac- 
count his first wife’s death was caused by his 
desertion of her.
